Success in the old year and dark 
horse potential for the new year 
marked the Lobos sporting calen- 
dar at the semester break. The 
Lobo gridiron gang hustled to 
seven wins in nine games, while 
the hardcourt pack sprinted to an 
impressive early season start with 
a fast, sharp-shooting squad. 

The Wolfpack’s gridders com- 
pleted the most successful season 
since 1955 by combining a quick- 
hitting aerial game with speed. 
The bulk of the MPC scoring 
punch rested on All-American end 
Larry Guilford and the Coast 
League’s Most Valuable Player, 
quarterback Claude Crabb. 

The Lobos light, hard-hitting 
front line spearheaded the MPC 
offensive attack during the year.

Head coach George Porter in his 
first year at MPC had this to say 
about the season.
